Editorially, the Detroit Free Press says some thought- 
ful things on the subject of the automobile.tax, in part, that 
this is a “tax on a general necessity.” 

“The automobile tax,” it goes on, “does not come 
out of the pocketbooks of the manufacturers or dis- 
tributors of motor vehicles. It is extracted from mil- 
lions of customers, largely from people in decidedly mod- | 
erate circumstances; and to quite an extent, it is an 
assessment against industry and enterprise. The tax 
also penalizes one of the principal instruments fer 
cementing the different parts of the great territory of 
this nation so that it may be one socially and economi- 
cally, as well as one politically. ; 

“The view of the President that the national govern- | 
ment ought to levy a tax on automobiles because automobiles | 
use roads built partly with Federal money, seems to us nar-| 
row and defective. Good roads are not built for the advance- | 
ment of the automobile business, nor as a special class favor | 
to the owner of motorcars. They are constructed for the} 
benefit of the whole nation in order that it may take full | 
advantage of the opportunity for trade and general inter- | 
course which modern vehicles of transportation provide.’

1% AN editorial, E. T. Strong, president of Buick, preaches | 
a little sermon on value and price, which, as he points out, | 
are not at all synonymous. “Price,” he says, “is money | 
demanded in exchange for an article. Value is worth.” 

Later, he says: “The value of a commodity rises 
directly from two sources. These two sources are raw) 
material and human skill. On the raw material depend such | 
qualities as serviceability, strength, long life. On human! 
skill depend design and construction, from which spring | 
qualities like good appearance, and others. There is indirect 
value, too. It comes from the reputation of the makers. | 
Although it is indirect, such value is very important. It 
should always be considered when value are compared. 

“‘Now, while value rises from several sources, price, 
on the other hand, is properly determined in one way 
only. That way is to set down the actual cost of the com- 
modity—the value of the new raw material and the 
value of the human skill that went into the making of 
the product. ; | 

“To that cost should be added a fair profit. Then you} 
have a fair price. 

If the cost of raw material drops considerably, or if | 
better, more economical manufacturing processes are devel- ' 
oped, the price of a commodity may then reasonably be 
brought lower. 

But when out of a clear sky, with no economic justifi- 
cation, a price reduction is announced, look well to values. | 

“One of these two conditions, or both, may be found :—_} 

“1. The original price have been much greater 
than the value of the commodity. If that was so, it is pos- 
sible that the new price is still too high—that even yet the | 
price is greater than the value. 

“2. The value may have been reduced to make pos- 
sible the lower price. Such a reduction in value will not 
show except under close examination. But somewhere raw 
material of lower quality than before may have been used. 
Some operation, some degree of inspection, may have been 
sacrificed. Use will reveal it, but too late. 

“There is nothing wrong about price reductions in 
themselves. The point to remember is that you should 
examine value, too. 

“Price is the amount of money demanded in exchange 
for an article. Value is worth. Value should always deter- 
mine price, but a low price or a reduced price, on the other 


hand, does not always guarantee value.”

designs, the light eight—series 
Eight Eighty-two—having an S. 
A. E. rating of 24.2 horse power, 
and developing actual 65 brake 
horse power, while the larger 
Kight Ninety motor is 8S. A. E., 
rated at 33.8 and shows 75 horse 
power on the block. 

30th of the eight-in-line motors 
are built as units with clutch and 


jtransmission, and are mounted on 


rubber at four points, and Lan- 
chester vibration dampener as well 
as a balanced driveshaft are used 
to minimize motor vibration. In 
these engines, as well as in the six- 
cylinder power plant, the Swan car- 
buretor is used. 

The rear axle on all three Elcar 
chassis ig of the semi-floating type, 
with Timken differential and wheel 
bearings, and large ball bearings 
carrying the pinion shaft. Front 
axles are one-piece drop-forged I- 
beam sections, of the reversed El- 
liott type, and equipped with 
Timken roller bearings. The Ross 
cam and lever steering gear has 
ball thrust bearings stated to have 
been specially designed. A feature 
of the Eight-Ninety line is the 
Bowen centralized chassis lubricat- 
ing system, which is of the one- 
shot type and operated by a pedal- 
controlled plunger. 

The six as well as both of the 
eight-cylinder series have Lock- 
heed four-wheel hydraulic brakes 
of the external contracting type, 
the drum size being 12 inches in 


the Six-Seventy, 14 inches in the 
Eight-Eighty-two, and 1516 inches 


in the Bight-Ninety. The external 
contracting hand brakes operate on 
the transmission, 


As before mentioned, the so- 
called Shockless chassis is stated 
by the manufacturers to be the 


} principal feature of the new mod- 


els. In the six, as well as in the 


light eight, a non-metallic shack- 
ling device is used in place of 
the conventional style of spring 


shackle, with very gratifying re- 
sults, according to the factory. It 
is said that this construction not 
cnly greatly increases riding ease, 
but makes for easier driving on 
poor roads and allows turns at 
considerably greater speeds than 
these cars could make them w:th 
standar1-type spring shackles. The 
long springs have been special’y 
designed for operation in conjunc- 
tion with Lovejoy hydraulic shock 
absorbers which are standard 
equipment. ‘ 

The bodies on the Elcar line 
are made at the company’s own 
factory, and they are felt-padded 
and mounted on cork, in order to 
eliminate squeaks. It is claimed 
that this aim has been realized, 
and that here, too, the effect of 
the Shockless chassis makes it- 
self felt agreeably. All the up- 
holstery is made with soft Nach- 
man davenport type springs and 
curled hair, leather being used 
in the open styles and fine fabric 
in the closed cars.

| eliminating any metal contact. The 
;rear end of the spring extends to 
frame on a tension shackle, permite 
ting alternate. lengthening and 
shortening of the springs as the 
load is imposed or removed,- while 
the front end rests on a _ pivot 
shackle of the same material, eme- 
bodying the same principle and 
permitting a general 
the springs flex. The Belflex 
shackle eliminates twelve lubricat- 
ing points from the chassis, to- 
gether with all necessity of adjust- 
ments to take up wear from spring 
bolts and bushings.”

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COURT 10 DECIDE STATUS OF

* The case at issue was certified to 
the Supreme Court by the District 
of Columbia Court of Appeals after 
an appeal had been taken from a 
lower court, the appeals court re- 
fusing to pass on the question. 

The Hurley Motor Company, 
Inc., of Washington, sold a Hud- 
son car to a minor for $650 on a 
conditional bill of sale. The 
minor, then 20 years old, repre- 
sented his age to be 24—and 
“looked 24. After paying install- 
ments amounting to $406.12, the 
car was repossessed by the Hur- 
ley company for the default of 
“the minor’s monthly payments. 
Shortly thereafter the youth be- 
came 21, disaffirmed the sale and 
sued Hurley for return of the 
amount paid under the contract. 
Hurley counterclaimed with a bill 
of $525.96 as the amount of dam- 
ages suffered by the car while in 
the minor’s hands. 

The youth took the case to the 
Court of Appeals, which certified 
two questions to the Supreme Court 
as follows:— 

(1) Is the minor, by reason of 
the misrepresentation as to his 
correct age, estopped from main- 
taining an action to recover the 
amount paid under the condi- 
tional sales contract upon the 
purchase price of the Hudson 
car? 

(2) If the minor is not 
estopped, may the defendant, by 
way of affirmative dcfense 
against the minor’s claim, set off 
the amount for the repair of the 
damaged Hudson car, or so much 
thereof as will equal plaintiff's 
claim? 


In arguing the case before the | 


Surreme Court, counsel for the 
minor cited many authorities to 


establish the fact that an estoppal | 
is not applicable to minors, and so | 


to the second question the weight 


was that a minor, who voids pur- | 


chase by him under a contract of 
a conditional sale and returns the 
article purchased, is not required 
to account to the seller for wear, 
tear and depreciation for the arti- 
cle while in his hands. 

Counsel for the Hurley interest 
declared that under these facts, 
“which are common every day with 
automobile merchants making sales, 
it will open the doors of fraud 
for any minor who wants an auto- 
mobile, uses it until his majority 
and then sues for his purchase 
price. Such practices are contrary 
to equity and good conscience and 
would work a hardship on the 
automobile dealers of the country.”

Oppose Gasoline Tax 
Measures 


Albany, N. Y., Dec. 18.—Lewis 
G. Stapley, general manager, has 
announced adoption by the board 
of directors of the Empire State 
Automobile Merchants Associa- 
tion of resolutions calling on Con- 
gress to modify the national pro- 
hibition act to preclude confis- 
cation of mortgaged automobiles 
seized by enforcement agents, and 
voicing the opposition of the as- 
sociation to the proposed state 
tax on the sale of gasoline, 


The board at. its annual meet- 
ing of officers chose Horace A.

law that was not designed to cover 
the present class of cases. 

After urging that all future 
proceedings for confiscation of 
automobiles be prosecuted by the 
United States attorney general 
and Federal district attorneys 
under the national prohibition 
act, instead of under the old 
revenue law and customs law, it 
urges members of the association 
‘to exert all proper efforts to

The resolution opposing the gas- 
oline tax declares vigorous opposi- 
tion “to any and all bills which 
would further tax the industry or 
the motorists” and urges members ; 
of the association to solicit the 
support of granges, farm bureaus 
and other civic organizations, a8 
well as the support of legislators, 
in a state-wide drive to kill meas- 
ures which would bring additional 
burdens to the automotive ‘indus- 
try.

Gramm “Fast Freighter”’ 
Goes Into Production

Starting, lighting, and ignition 
systems of a high quality are em- 
ployed, and the cooling system and 
radiator are amply dimensioned 
and constructed with great 
strength, so as to be equal to any 
seasonal and road requirements. 


Both sizes of Gramm “Fast 
Freighter’ may be obtained with 
either 177 inches or 200 inches 


wheelbase, and the frames are de- 
signed, the manufacturers state, 
with sufficient reserve strength for 
overloads; they are built without 
kick-up and their distance from the 
ground is 29% inches. 

The two-stage springs are made 
of chrome-vanadium steel, and the 
two top leaves of each front and 
rear spring are wrapped around the 
driving eye pin. The front springs 
are 46 inches long and 3 inches 
wide, and the rear springs 58 by 
3% inches. 

One of the aims of the designers 
of the Gramm line has been to 
build them not only for load ca- 
pacity and strength but for speed. 
Consequently it was necessary to 
equip the vehicles with powerful 
brakes, in order to assure quick 
and relatively easy control in emer- 
gencies. In addition to the rear 
wheel brakes a contracting shoe- 
type brake, operating on a drum 
of 11% inches diameter and 6 
inches face width, is mounted 
amidships. The B-K booster brake 
is optional equipment for opera- 
tors desirous of special comfort 
in brake work. 

The choice of wheels 
is left to the buyers, and ranges 
from regular solid tires to 34x7 
heavy duty pneumatic dual rear 
tires with Budd wheels. 

The lubrication of all units has 
been worked out with great care. 

While constructing the vehicles 
with ample strength, the manufac- 
turers have worked toward a rea- 
sonable reduction of truck weight, 
which was made possible, accord- 
ing to the factory's statement, by 
using the highest type of materials 
throughout the machines. The net

Flint, Mich., Dec. 18.—The 
Fisher Body Company’s plant 
here, where closed bodies for 
Buicks are built, now is in pro- 
duction of two Buick closed body 
styles, whereas a short time ago 
only one was in production. 

As soon as facilities are avail- 
able the remainder of Buick body 
styles will be in production here. 

The plant is now producing 100 
bodies a day, and this number is 
being increased daily. It is ex- 
pected the output will be 150 daily 
in January. * 

The Fisher company is spending 
$8,000,000 on additional buildings 
and equipment at this plant, the 
largest body plant in the world. 
This investment is in addition to 
the $4,000,000 paid the Flint Motor 
Company for the property last 
summer. 

Employment has jumped from 
500 to 1,000 men, and as fast as 
equipment is installed this number 
is being added to. 

The. ultimate capacity of the 
plant will be between 1,200 and 
1,500 Buick closed bodies a day.
